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Capt. THOMAS BELLEW. 


HAT the ſaid Tho. Bellew faithfully ſerved his Majeſty King 
William ſince the firſt Siege of Limerick, during the continu- 
ance of the lateWar, and was perſonally engaged in the moſt 
dangerous Expeditions of the ſaid War. 

That depending on the Validity of the Grants made to the 
Farl of Romzey (which he obſerved to be excepted in a former Bill of the 
Honourable Houſe of Commons, that related to the Fortfeitures of Trelazd ) 
he was ſo encouraged, that he purchaſed from the ſaid Earl of Romney the 
Inheritance of a Farm called Be/lew/town, in the County of Meath, at x 
Years Purchaſe, which was formerly the Propriety of his Anceſtors, and 
paid alfo 108 /. Fine for a Leaſe of the Lands of Esker in the County of Dub- 
lin, being alſo in the ſaid Earl of Romney's Grant : For the accompliſhing 
whereof, he was forced to ſell all the Arrears due tohim for his Service in the 
faid War, hoping thereby to make ſome Proviſion for himſelf and Family. 

That by the late AQ of Parliament for reſuming the Grants of the ſaid 
forfeited Eſtates (the ſaid Tho. Bellew being in Ireland at the time of paſſing 
the ſaid AQ) he is now diſpoſſeſſed of the ſaid Lands, and of the Benefit of 
his aid Purchaſe, to the utter Ruin of himſelf and Family. 

That the ſaid Tho. Belſew is the only Proteſtant of his Family,and that moſt 
of his Relations that fought againſt the Intereſt of Exg/and, during the late 
War, are reſtored to, and do enjoy their Eſtates peaceably ; and that he 
who ſerved faithfully againſt the Enemies of Ezglazd, hath loſt all, and is 
ina worſe Condition than any other broken Officer whatſoever, having no 
Arrears to receive. 


Therefore he humbly prays, that in Conſideration of the Premiſes, 
and of his Services and Sufferings, his Caſe being of the greateſt 
Extremity, and ſingular, as being the only broken Officer that 
purchaſed ; the Honourable Houle of Commons will think fit 
in ſome future AQ, to grant him a Clauſe, that he may have the 
Benefit of his ſaid Purchaſe and Leaſe, or ſuch Relicf as they in 
their great Wiſdom ſhall think moſt meet.
